Uf one thing the juib- 
lic may rest assured : the iiiaimMty of the 
council will oppose til I bo bitter end the 
otloit the iiiiiiority are making to S'.juan 
ilor the ei\ic revoiiue by the day on large 
works that should be executed by con- 
tract. A supplementary report from the 
consulting engineer's office is awaited with 
interest; and in the fullness of time the 
water ooiuuiitloe will pmliably inform the 
counoil wheiiiT i.-;iiin.- 'hoir aullionlyto 
order a new set of plans after Mr. Hen- 
dry's plans had been pronounced just too 
perfect fi r anything ? 

NEW HUN'I'ING GROUNDS. 

A recent writer in the Furl a'ujhHii Ri.- 
[.'itoc de.seribt.ij a six iiioul lis' tour that be 
recently iiiado in Alaska. He did not 
find l!ie buH'alo lliore for the good veason 
that t hoi is no adei|uato food supply for 
theso aniinala. But he found u surprising 
Vi'.riiity and abundnnce of lui^o game. 1 f 
his descriptions are correct tho I est hunt- 
ing grounds within tin; limits of .Aiiiorica 
are in .Vlasku. \N'i' have ,lio;ird a groat 
deal about tho woitiilessness of thai, coun- 
try. But it can bo sot down with re,:son- 
able certainty th.at wlicrever a great almn- 
dance of aeiinal life is sust.ainiid, there is 
.ilso a coiii.l ;y lit for the lialiitatioii of 
men. Tin- writer, in tho, foUou-in;; para- 
graph, deseribos ii small area near the 
shore, a spot eliosiui for camping pre|iar;i- 
tory to an attempt to ascoiid Mount St . 
Elias: 

After our camp had been pitched by I lie 
soii-hore, I found that the limad sand)- 
belt between the forest and ihe sea «as 
beaten, trauipled, seamed, and i,raveiaod 
in ovory direction by bear, wolf urd 
fo.\ tracks, which crossed rud rocrossud 
each other hke a gig:mtic netwiuk. iSonie 
of t he bear tracks weio onoruioud, one of 
them close by the tents measuring four- 
teen inches "by eight,. ( dhers were ob- 
Hcrred afterward uiuh aibl edly of oven a 
larger aizo. But their large size was not 
so astonishing as l-he ^\onderful munbei 
of boars thort' must have been in tho nar- 
row bolt or strip of fortist wdroh stretched 
alo.ig t ho oi1l;o of I he glaciers. ".Miis bolt 
was of siiiall extiMit, for it was bounded 
on the lan'd side by glacers, which des- 
cended not far away abruptly into the sea. 
It was thus enclosed betwe; ii tho ice and 
th'e'ooean. Here was evidently the homo 
of the St. Eliiis gri/,/,ly. His tracks wore 
thickest at. tlnmo poin's along the beaoh 
wiioi'e the forest approached nearest to 
the sen, evident ly on account of the ret reat 
whioh lie could tlius obtain in a imjinent 
should any dange-. threatci liini, and also 
on account of tlie forest's proximity to the 
bench, which is tho hinding-placo of suals, 
Boa-o, tor and soft-lions. 

Me tributes tho enormous nuiiiber of 
bears i.i Amska ]iartly to tin; fact that the 
Indians liav.i tho greatest, t,.rr;ir of their 
1 •' iorOcity. The Hp<irtsiiu>n Hbotdown m:i,iiy 

■ of these ■'Inige, gray, shaggy beasts. 
Deer were fmind in aliundaiice and were 
easily tvikeii iiy a inethoo not, unlike that 
uf deer-Hlalkilig, a (diniisy way at least. In 
.Prince William Soinid, at Nuchuk, tho 
sportsmen found I In; rivius teeming with

/.VNlia fittds'riveW alive with this royal lish. 
The ' water was xbaolutely tilled w.'in 
fish 1 disdained th.i hog-back, and would 
liav'o nothing but the rivor salimti. lie 
wau o.dy to bu found ir. the upper pools. 

Tht' rivor shallowed, and bect.mo a mero 

brooklet. We carried » canoe »ndde- 



Dosited it above bighwator mark. Tito 
sidmoiis' back projected above the surface 
for tho depth was four inches exactly. 
Rows of tho lish were working their way 
u}) streiim out of the 8oa, and thoy soutUed 
away as wo advanced, wotting us from 
head to foot,liko miniature steamers with 
their proiiellers half out of water. Hut 
while the hog-back salmon was creating 
such cummotioii and raising such a distur- 
bance at the mouth of the river, the silver 
salmon wo were in quest of woro tidciiig 
their ease in a dignitied manner at the 
bottom of a deep placid pool ovewliadow- 
ed by trees, and it reipiiied all the length 
wo could coiniiiaiid in the handle of our 
spear to leacli llioiii at that depth. We 
stepjied cautiously on to a [irojocting rock 
which coiiiiiianded the pool, and graduidly 
inserted tho point of tho apetir into the 
water. , The Jirst two .liuigea were success- 
ful,' arid each time a lordly fish was lifted 
on to tlie bank, struggling furiously. The 
spear-point was shaip, and it seemed to 
piorco the thick and sealy skin with 
out meeting with any resistance. Hut 
now tho shoal was becoming frightened 
and sheered oil" toward tho other siile; 
and when at last we tired of tho simrt, 
ten aalinon woro all that we dragged be- 
hind ua to the canoe. There were plenty 
of sea-trout too; (he hottoiu of the pool 
appeared to bo jiaved witii soiuething 
dark and cloudy and that swayed to and 
fro with the currents like masses of weed. 
But by degrees /is wo watched tho woed- 
luassos, we perceived them to be soa- 
trout, luid by dartuig tlio spear among 
them at random wo traiistlxod a three- 
pounder, which looked inviting with his 
brigla red sjiots. 

'I'ho writer makes one statement which 
will strike most readers as novel, if it 
does not border on liction. Describing 
LJniinak, wliich is well stocked witli game 
and has two volcanoes, he allirms that 
"wherever lliurt! is a volcano the gunner 
may e.xpci t to lind spmt. 'i'he fact is 
sini)dy explained by iho ilreatl of tho 
volcanoes felt by the natiscs, who leave 
that vicinity to the undisturbed i>osses- 
sion of tho boar and tho airiboo. " Cook's 
Inlet is described as suiumerland, a land 
whore it id always afturnoon in tho sum- 
mer months. In ilie northern part of 
Alaska the •iiraleur luinterliiids bear.dcor, 
cariboo, ruiiulcci, moose, mountain goat-s 
and all sorts of feathered game and tish 
beyoml all enuiuoration. That is the view 
taken by this amateur sport.sinaii. There 
is no reason to suiiiiose that he has indulg- 
ed in liuicli exaggoratioii, because his 
stiitemeiits are su|iporled I'y (jther evi- 
dence. The hunting gmund.-i of this far 
north and hidf explored country may yet 
become tho most inviting part of the 
world not only for sportsmen, but for 
many having tho higher niutivo of geo- 
graphical exploration.

ARRANGING RATES. 

The r'/iro/i (■(•/.' in ;i leading artiel 
that it Wiis supposed tliat, the 
veiitiou of the I raiiooiilinontal railway 
ropreseiitalives at C'liicago wouUl so adjust, 
rates by granting ilitl'oientials that the 
Canadiiui Paoitic could and would come 
into the combination. It was evident that 
an attonipt was being made at that tune to 
evade the provi.-sions of section o of the 
Interstate Couiiuerce .Act, forbidding pool- 
ing, and it looked as thougli tho attemijt 
might be successful ; but lator on the de- 
mands for differential rates became more 
nuiueroiis, anil linaliy the .Atchison ob- 
joi-ted to giving diHorontials to any Hue 
at all. If the .Atchison liohls t he fo:-t 
the result will bo aittive oompi't it ion 
and reduced rates .all around. .As to tho 
Canadian I'acilic, it is now tiiought t hat 
the meeting would so modify the [iresent 
rates on cert-u'n artidev, not s[)ecitied, 
however, and niakethiuu so low that, if the 
Caiiailiau mail ijots .;iiy of tho biisiiiess 
it will hiivo to haul such articles at a loss. 
There is an ol.l proverb to the etl'ect that 
when rogues fall out honest men get 
their dues. \ modorn rendition of this 
saying might be that when railroads can- 
not agree on bigb rates their patrons get 
low olios. 1 1 Im pi^rfootly n.it ur.il for the 
traliso' 111 iiiont al ruiii p.mies to seek to 
ooiiibine and oslablisli a uniform tarilf for 
all their hues, and it may be that this can 
be done without \ iidating the letter of 
section 5, but in the interests of ,slii])pers 
itisto be hoped that, these coiniianies 
will not succeed. Opposition is what the 
people! waul, and Kooii, .loii^c competi- 
tion, not a cut .uid drioil schedule made 
up by companies bound together by iron- 
clad pledges. We want the lowest rates 
which business rivalry can give us, and 
the liest .and inoaf oH'oiMive service whirh 
a strife for publie j i.at rouugo can I'egi/t. 
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want 

to have .1 voict! ourselves in •irranging 
them. We want tho companies t(j ask 
us what we will give, instead of telling us 

wh.<it we must pay. AVo want an interest 

in the liiisiiu^ss, iiistoad of being mere 
specl.a'ois. <)ur money has built every 
mile of those railri i.ids, and in.ade tlio 
fortunes of every raili'i.ul maLinalo in the 
comiiry, and now wo w.iiit in h,i \ o soum- 
thing to say iis to what we shall pay for 
riding ou the roads for whoso oniisi riiel ion 
we have paiil and for siuidiiig froiglil in 
cars built with our ninuey. If we can 
have oppiisil ion, \\e ■•an got this right; if 
not, we iiiiist go on in the old way. Where 
tliui'o i\ro ci'inpotiiig roads the shipper lu- 
the passenger i.s tho ni/ister; without com- 
petinon lie is the servant. Tli.-it is the 
true II, ,o of eonipo'ing |Hiiiils, I hat it 
makes the, lospi.'ct ive comp,;! itors bid for 
the liiisiuess, and niake.i the shipper a 
.11 oekholder, to a eeriain extent, in each 
of the rival corjiorations. On this ground 
it is to bo hoped that tho scheme of ar- 
ranging rates may not be successful, but 
that they may be left to be arranged by 
the volume of I raliie ;inii the actual Worth 
of tho service f iiriiishod.

THE SEALING SEASON. 

Arrival of tlio I'eiielopo With tho Largest 
Coast Catch Kver Made— Further Acel- 
duiits lieportod. 

The sealing schooner Penelope, Captain 
Minor, arrived in tho harbor Iiwfc evening, 

after a cruise of four months on tho coast. 
KoLwithsUuidiiig tlio torriiie gales duriii't 
April and tho rtrat part of tho proaoiit 
mouth thu Ponolope has made the largast 
catch over known on tho coast, having on 
boind 1324 seal skins. Captain Miner 
found tho most of his seals about thirty 
niilos oil" Yatiuima bay.oQ the coast of Ore- 
gon, and remained in this locality for two 
mouths. During that period it was sel- 
dom that ii hunting day* could be relied 
upon, and freiiuontly tho Penelope was 
"laid to" from ton to fourteen days weath- 
orhig the gales, though seals were fcund 
in largo numbers after each storm. Cap- 
tain Miner luckily escaped Iwith his 
Hohoonorwith only one accident in which 
a hunting boat was found over-turnod with 
the crow clintjing to tho keel. Prompt 
nssistauco was atl'ordod the nion and they 
were roscuod from tlioir perilous 
position. The Ponolope sailed from 
Vai|niiii,i bay on the fifteenth of tho 
present mouth and made the passage north 
in four days. OfTthe Flattery rocks signs 
of wreckage wore pasHod, and it is jirob- 
abh^ that more casualties will bo added to 
tho long list this spring. At San .luaii 
tho schooner Adele, Cai»tjiin Hanson, re- 
ported that last week he picked up ofl' 
Cape Flattery a Boaiuan's chest, a barrel 
of lloiir, parts of a boat aud other articles, 
evidently Violoiiging to somo wrecked ves- 
sel. Sinco the loss of the Indians on the 
Active it is hard to secure Indian hunters 
and tho Adolo siiilod from San Juan yes- 
terday mominp for tho west coast without 
hunters in anticipation of securing them 
rurlher north. Tho sealing schooner Ads, 
;i kIsUm- shiji to tlu^ Ponoh.'po, secured ',i'.)H 
seals nil' Cape Flattery in tho last nine 
days with Indian hunters, and will pro- 
ceed north to the Behring sea next week. 
A noticeable feature of tho Poiudopo's 
catch is tho excellence of the skins which 
aro all from largo seals, there boing very 
f(^w "pups" in tho lot. Capt. Minor will 
remain in port a few days to jireparo 
for tiiii nort hern catch which will no doubt 
bo auuuig the laigeat as he has five hunt- 
ers of superiiu- marksmanship and skill in 
.securing suals, a vessel unsurpassed by 
any on the coast, which is admirably 
handled by her commander who has shown 
his thcirounb and practicable soamanship 
in briiij^ini; his vessel safely through 
almost incessant storms in which many 
othera perished, Tho schooner Vander- 
bilt was aiglitod off Race Rocks last otou- 
ini; having on board six hundred soals 
mostly secured otf tho coast of Oregon. 

Th(j schooner Lily L., Captam Todd, 
owned by Charles Todd of San Francisco, 
arrived from tho south last evening, short- 
ly after the Penelope. She left San Fran- 
cisco on the 2nd April and from tho 6th to 
tlio ICth of that month experienced heavy 
j,'ale.s between Point Royos and I'oint 
.Vrena. The boats wore stovo and tho 
vessel shaken up so badly tliat Captain 
Todd deemed it advisable to put 
back t(j Monterey for repairs. From 
the time bo loft that port the weather was 
L^ood all through, ho having escaped tho 
Icn ilic gdes oxiiorienced by other schoon- 
ers, (in the 11th iust. two boats woro 
lost. olV Capo Foul Weather, tho crows 
deserting from the vessel and pulling their 
huntuig boate ashore. The captain says 
ho is sure they dosorted hor as tho weath- 
er was lino and ho was close in shore. He 
has only thirteen seals on board, the 
small niiuib(^r being due to tho loss of his 
bo.its and hunters. He will remain in 
till! harbor until he can secure more boats 
luid hunters and then proceed north to 
the Boliriiig's sea.

The iiroviiicial legislature wants to grant 
chaiiors giving this jirivilogo, dospito op- 
position from the ijoniinion govornniont 
and notwithstanding tho monopoly chuiso 
in tho great tranBcontinoutal comiiany's 
contract. Sir (ioorgo Stephen, jirosidont 
of tho Caiuulian Pacilic R, R., wired pre- 
mier Nonpiay, of Manitoba, last night, 
stating that if tho latter's intention of 
granting a charter to tho Northern Pacific 
to build an indopoiidoiit lino to Winnipeg 
was carriod out), tho result would bo dis- 
astrous to that city, llo, inoll'oot tlirout- 
ons 1x1 ostabliah tho principal western 
shops of tho C. P. R. at Port William. It 
is iindorstood tho Canadian Pacilic ofticors 
also tolograpliod subsecjuently, threaten- 
ing t<j build a direct line from Selkirk to 
Portage la Pfairio, thus giyuig Winnipeg

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

Points from tho Annnal Report of the Oom- 
liany. 

MoNTKKAL, May 14. — Tho annual re- 
port of tho Canadian Pacific niilway com- 
pany has boon made public. It shows 
that tlio jigieomont ontorod into with tho 
govornniont mi November lOth provided 
for the payiiiciiL to the uonipimy of tlio 
balance of tho cash subsidy aud for the 
release of $4,000,000 of the $6,000,000 of 
the land grant bonds held by the govern- 
ment under the original contract. Theso 
are now held by the oompany. The gross 
earnings for tho year were 810,008,183, 
the working expenses St!, 378, 317, leaving 
tho not earnings $3,7t)3,48fJ. Deducting 
the lixed charges, leaves a surplus of 
?635,444. 

The report says that although tho rtdl- 
way was open for through freight traflic 
only for the last five months of the past 
year no less than seven cargoes of teti and 
other Chinoso and Japanese commodi- 
ties woro brought to tlio lino dur- 
ing that time by sailing ships, and 
consigned to tho principal cities in Canada 
and to St. Paul, Chicago, New York and 
other cities in the United Stiites. A tom- 
jiorary service for tho present season has 
1)0011 arranged for, to bo performed by 
throe stoamships botwooii Vancouver and 
YokohiLiiia and Hongkong. Negotiations 
aro in progress with tho linperial govern- 
ment for the establishment of a first-class 
lino of steamships between Vancouver and 
China and Japan, and there can be little 
doubt of satisfactory results. 

Before the next annual UK-oting trains 
of the Canadian Pacilic will bo running 
from Halifax to Vancouver; a branch of 
tho Saiilt Sto Mario lino will be open; the 
Bostin lino will be fully established, and 
it is expected that tlte Ontario and Quebec 
will have an indepeht working connection 
with Chicago and the Western States.

The dis- 
cussion on tho (jnestion of coumiercial 
union with the United Stjitea stirred u]i 
the blo(xl of tlio contending factions to a 
white heat. Mr. Macdonald's resolution 
wan carried by an oviM-whelmiiig m.ajority. 
Tho previous (piosti(Ui w;is then carried, 
after which a wild rush was made fur tho 
doors, whilst the loyal coterie took jiusses- 
sion of the floor and shouted the natioiud 
anthem at the top of their voices. Tho 
result of the meeting practically closes 
tho discussion of the iiuestion of recipi-oc- 
ity by the board.
